Rebel Outranks. — We are creditably 
informed that a band of rebels went to the 
residence of Mr. Qabriel Davis, a venerable 
and respectable farmer, between sixty and 
seventy years of age, who resides in Shelby, 
just over the line from this oounty, week 
before last, at the dead hoar of night, an! 
took him and one of his sons oat and hang 
them twioe, until they were nearly dead. 
Ttie cause of this TLiabolioal outrage was, 
that one of Mr. Davis’ sons and another 
young man had joined the Federal forces, 
and had been furnished by them with arms. 
They had hid their arms, unknown to Mr 
Davis and family, until they could get read} 
to join their commands. 

The rebels, hearing of this, went to Mr. 
Davis’ residence, as above stated, and de» 
manded their arms. The parties that had 
secreted the arms both being absent, and 
having informed no one of their secret, of 
course both Mr. Davis and his son knew 
nothing of their whereabouts, and told the 
rebels so. But this would not satisfy 
them, so they marched the old man and 
his son off in different directions, and hung 
them to make them reveal the secret. 

After being hung the second time until 
life was nearly extinct, the old man was cut 
down, and when he came to be saw a group 
.-taidiog around him, who again demanded 
of him the whereabouts of the arm§. The 
old man told them again that he knew noth- 
ing of the arms, but if they would let him 
off and come again on a certain night, if he 
could find out anything about the much 
coveted arms, he would tell them. 

On these conditions they let him off, and 
the poor and decrepid old man left for the 
home from which he had been so ruthlessly 
torn, more dead than alive. 

The Union men hearing of the conditions 
on wh’ch he hid been released, repaired to 
his house on the appointed nigh‘. and waited 
to give the rebels a proper reception, but 
they hearing of this oonoluded that “wisdom , 
was the better part of valor,” and never 
went near. 

The old man at d his family have not since 
been molested, but have been left to enjoy 
the undisputed rights and privileges that 
have hitherto been guaranteed to free born 
American citizens

Zagonyi reports that, as they were 
entering the town. White turned his back 
on him, and Zagonyi has not seen him 
sinoe. 

There were from two thousand to twenty- 
two hundred rebels in Springfield, and these 
Zagonyi oharged upon again and sgnta, 
with extraordinary bravery and energy, up 
and down the streets, and drove them from 
the place Sion after, the rebels returned 
with an increased force, and Zagonyi, with 
his handful of men, was forced to retire, 
but before he did so he set fire to the town 
To what extent it was destroyed it is not

Monroe, late of Kentucky, appeared in 
Cpurt and said: 

If the Court please:— It is agreed, we 
know, by all Jurists and men ef common 
sense that the obligations of protection by 
be Governmrnt and allegiance ef Use eiti- 

zena or subjects, are reciprocal and depend- 
ept, and that, therefore, whenever the 
government has ceased to afford the pro- 
:ec ion, the obligation ef ebedieao# and 
support by the citizens no longer exists, 
a*d the body of the people have the inn- 
lien'vble right to revolt, sad having accom- 
plished the revolution, zany adopt th e new 
government, whioh they believe will best 
injure the protection of their rights and 
promote their welfare; or any proper por- 
tion of the people may separate themselves 

and the territory they ooeupy— “ mc ode” 

and form such new government within their 
owa dominion as they think proper; or any 
number of such oppressed people may em- 
igrate and adopt themselves oitiseas ef aay 
ofher government. The Government of the 
United States ceased to afford protection to 
ihs citiiens in Kentucky. Every right of 
life, liberty and property has been there 
ruthlessly violated by both lawless men and 
the government itself, and a despotism 
aivowedly established, worse than toy 
heretofore known in the history of the 
world. In the worst of the oriental and 
Northern despotisms even the Autoorat is 
bound at his peril to observe certain estab- 
lished customs, but in Kentucky all usage 
is ignored and the rights of men violated in 
the most aggravated and insulting modes, 
in this etate of affairs I elected te expa- 
triate myself and emigrate, and I resigned 
he offioe I held under the government, and 
Jeparted its territory. In doing th»« , 
having the right to choose the country of 
my adoption, I chose the “Confederate 
$»ates ” I was born within their territory, 

I approve their Constitution and institutions, 
admire their people and their statesmen, 
and believe that the composition and char- 
acter of their people, and position and cir- 
sumstanceeof their oountry are sash that 
it may be confidently expeoted their pablio 
affairs will always be administered by high, 
honorable and able men. 

I have unbounded oonfidenee in their 
ability to maintain their independence, and 
that here will be performed all the duties of 
a good Government to its citisens. I am. 
therefore, ready to take the oath to support 
the Constitution of the Confederacy, and of 
allegiance to it 

Whereupon the following oath was ad- 
ministered te him: 

I, Thomas B. Monroe, hereby declare 
that, having renounced my allegiance to the 
i“United States,” I hereby adopt myself a 
oition of the “Confederate States of Ameri- 
ca,” and solemnly swear that I will support 
their Constitution, and will true allegiance 
beat to its Government so long as I am a 
oitizsn thereof. 

The Court said: 

The Court receives with the liveliest satis- 
faction your renunciation of allegiance to 
the United States and your declaration that 
you will bear true allegiance to the Confed- 
erate States. 

You left the United States when theCon- 
stitu'ion established by our forefather* 
ceased to have existence within its limit*. 
You are welcome te the Confederate States, 
where it exists in fullest vigor and most 
effective operation. 

The Conrt gives expression to the confident 
belief that the day is not distant when Ken- 
tucky, the theater of your distinguished 
usefulness as a jurist, Kentucky, unchained 
and free, will, by her unbiased suffrages la 
the exercise of her highest right, oast off the 
despotism of Northern usurpers, and estab- 
lish herself as one of the members of the 
Confeder ate States. 

After with the Court adjourned. 

We are persuaded that there have ocours 
red but few scenes more interesting than 
the one above described. To be appreciated 
properly the reader should bear in znind 
that Judge Monroe has been for some forty 
years a jurist of great eminenoe; had pre- 
sided in the District Court of the United 
States for Keutneky for more than twenty 
years with great credit to himself and most 
beneficially to the public — that he had been 
driven forth from his long cherished home 
by the most abominable tyranny the world 
has known, and that he is now on hie way 
to the State of Virginia, where he was born, 
and whose honored soil holds the sacred 
ashes of a dozen generations of his ances- 
tors. The whole scene was pathetic and 
imposing in ths highest degree, and all 
present, together with the Court, were sesa 
to be deeply affected. 

It was a scene worthy to form one of the 
most imposing and captivating pages in the 
history of the Confederacy of the South. 
A dramatic historian, like Macaulay, would 
illustrate and adorn the progress of this 
great revolution, with the picture presented 
by that venerable jurist, just esoap d from 
the bloodhounds of the despot, who had 
driven him from a State in which he had 
lived, the light of the law, irreproachable 
as a man, beloved by his companions, 
honored by his profession, and venerable in 
years, voluntarily and proudly abjuring -an 
allegiance whioh no longer returned to him 
the rights of a citizen, but made him an 
obsequious slave, and with all the dignity 
of one thus honored and respected, and 
conscious of this rectitude, appeariig in 
that presenoe, and with the pure eloquence 
of truth, offering the remaining years of 
his life to the service of the new Govern. 
mmi, which had arisen as the successor of 
the old Union, as it was in its purer and 
brighter days. By this act the venerable 
Judge, now seventy years old, does pot 
retire from the responsibilities and duties of 
a citizen, but transfers them from the Des- 
potism of the North to the Confederacy of 
the South. Having two sons tod two grand- 
sons in the service of the Confederate Slates, 
he expresses himself ready to resume bis 
citizenship in these States, now struggling 
for their independence, which iaoludee, not 
only his civil duties, but every obligation 
that may devolve upon any other citizan, to 
defend his country against the invaders, 
and to chastise them into justice. 

It was a scene worthy of the painter's 
pencil and the historian’s pen, and cannot 
fail to impress every one with its imposing 
dignity. • — — -

February last. 

They have set aside the solemn and 
deliberate disapprwal of the machinations 
of the Disunionists, pronounced by a ma- 
jority of the people, in refusing to authorize 
the calling of a State Convention. 

They have prostituted their offioial 
position to the purposes of a seoeret and 
infamous conspiracy, which had pre deter- 
mined the destruction of the Union, regard- 
less of popular dissent, and, in the un- 
scrupulous zeal of their treason, they have 
assumed powers without warrant, either 
express or implied, in the Constitution. 

They have arrogated the authority, 
through a Convention, summoned with 
indecent haste and acting in fiagrant viola- 
tion of the wishes ef the people, to peform 
an not legally impoeible, and therefore 
without effect or foroe, in decreeing the 
secession af this commonwealth from the 
Federal Union. The ordinances of this 
Convention have never been submitted to 
the people for their ratification or rejection. 

They have commissioned ten men as 
Representatives of the State in n body called 
the Confederate Congrats, unknown to and 
unauthorized by the laws, and occupying an 
attitude of hostility to that Constitution, 
whioh North Carolina has formally and 
definitely ratified and accepted as the 
supreme law of the land. And. as if to 
omit no inoidant of a complete disfranchise- 
ment, they have withheld from the electors 
the poor privilega of designating such rep- 
resentatives. 

They have raised and kept up armies te 
crush the liberties and waste the aubstanoe 
of the people, and have subordinated the 
civil to the military power. 

They have deprived the people of the 
right to bear arms in their own defense, bat 
have obliged them to assist in the unhal- 
lowed work of their own enslavement 

They have required excessive bail, im- 
posed excessive fines, and inflicted eruel 
and unusual punishments. 

They have instituted n system ef illegal 
searches, in granting general warrants 
whereby officers and messengers have been 
commanded to searoh suspected places 
without evidence of the fact committed; and 
to seize persons not named and when of- 
fenses were not particularly desoribed and 
supported by evidence. 

They have restrained the people of their 
right to assemble together to oonsult for the 
oommon good. 

They have taken and imprisoned freemen 
and deprived them of their freeholds, 
liberties, and privileges, and outlawed and 
exiled them and destroyed and deprived 
them of their life, liberty, and property, 
contrary to the laws of the land. 

They have delayed and denied, to freemen 
restrained of their liberty, the remedy 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights to inquire 
into the lawfulness of suoh restraints and to 
remove it if unlawful. 

They have allowed the people of this 
State to be made subject to the payment ef 
exhorbitant and illegal taxes and imposts 
; without their consent. 

They have denied our citizens the eaored 
and inviolable right of trial by jury in ques- 
tions respecting property. 

They hava put freemen to answer criminal 
charges without presentment, indictment, 
or impeachment. 

They have convicted freemen of crime 
without the unanimous verdiot of a jury of

The Union men of North Carolinn are 
moving in earnest. A convention was held 
in Hyde oounty, the largest oounty in the 
Sltate, on the 12th of October, in the year 
1861 (in the old ohurch in which the famous 
Mscklenburg Convention was held, and the 
first declaration of independence declared. 
May 20, 1774), and numerously attended. 
After passing resolutions declaring they 
would not be bound by the notion of the 
Confederate States, and deciding that they 
still formed a part of the Union, they put 
forth the* following 

STATEMENT Of GRIEVANCES. 

Appealing to that saored right of protest 
and resistance whioh is inherent in aLl op- 
pressed communities, and with a first trust 
in the Almighty Ruler of mankind, whose 
good providence is declared in history, and 
who can never tolerate permanent assend- 
ency of wrong, we do hereby, on behalf of 
the loyal people of North Carolina, deliber- 
ately and solemnly proclaim our independ- 
ence of the spurious government designating 
itself the “Confederate States of America,” 
and of the revolutionary and treasonable 
dynasty whioh now usurps the governing 
power of our own State. We repudiate the 
un warrant ed arrogation of authority asserted 
by these bold, bad men — traitors alike to 
the Federal Union and to the people of 
North Carolina We disclaim and disavow 
all participation or acquiesoence in their 
two-fold treaohery, and we now and hereby 
reaffirm oar inalienable allegianoe to the 
Government of the United States, and re- 
sume all those elements and parts of sover- 
eignty which belong, is subordination to the 
National Constitution, to the freemen of this 
Commonwealth. 

In vindication of the justice of our 
cause, and in deference to the judgment of 
the world, we prooeed to set forth some of 
the considerations whioh impel us to this 
declaration. 

The tyrants, whom we now arraign 
before the tribunal of pablio oonsoience, 
have sought to deprive us of the precious 
heritage of our American citizenship, won 
for us by the heroio toils and sacrifices of 
our sires ef the Revolution, and handed 
down to us to bs transmitted to our child 
ren.

ADDITIONAL FAC IS ABOUT THE CONFLICT— 
HOW THE FAILURE OCCURRED. 

Washington, Oot. 25, 1861. 

General McClellan is back at his head- 
quarters, and the attempt to cross the Po- 
tomac at Edwards’ Ferry is acknowledged 
to be a complete failure. The rebels can say 
with perfect truth that they drove the Fed- 
eral troops back. to their own side of the 
river with heavy slaughter. There has been 
a disposition in some quarters to blame Col 
Baker for his eonduot in the battle. It has 
been charged by some that he was rash, 
ambitious of military renown, and led his 
men into unnecessary danger. There is no 
foundation whateverf or this critioism. Upon 
consulting persons who were present at the 
battle, and others here who knew of the en- 
tire plan, I feel confident that the facts are as 
follows: First, that General McClellan 

issued the general order for the crossing cf 
the Potomac and a reo inn oisince upon its 
Virginia shore. Second, that ail the details 
of the matter were left to General Stone, 
who was allowed to use his own judgment 
even in the time of crossing. It was prob- 
ably intimated to him that the time had 
come for crossing at Edwards' Ferry, but it 
was understood that if he perceived great 
danger in the movement he oould so report, 
andat least temporarily postpone it. Under 
these circumstances General Stone ordered 
Colonel Devins to cross and make a careful 
reconnoissance. He did so, got into a 
severe skirmish with the rebels, and Col. 
Baker was sent over to his relief. There ia 
no evidence in the world to show rashness 
on the part of Baker, but, on the contrary, 
it is certain that he crossed the river under 
circumstances cf great risk and danger, 
with the generous object of rescuing the 
poor fellows who were caught in a bad trap 

The stragetic movement was McClellan's : 
the exeontion of that movement was en- 
trusted te General Stone. These facts are 
undeniable. 

[It will be seen by reading further on that 
this correspondent contradiots the last 
passage, and declares that the movement 
was made without McClellan’s orders or 
knowledge. We ask, in all the simplicity 
of an ignorant child, wouldn't it. be better 
to discard four or five masters, and leave to 
some one general to have control?] 

As for the particulars of the oroesing of 
the river, so far as it is possible to gather 
them from the few persons here who wit- 
nessed it. it would seem as if the act w &9 
full of riek and danger. A scow and two 
or three boats were all the means of trans- 
port. The river was high, the weather 
every way bad, and not only was there an 
almost total lack of means of tzansit across 
the river, but, after a small force had suc- 
ceeded in landing, they do not seem to have 
guarded the Virginia end of the crossing. 
The most brilliant part of the whole per- 
formance was the final retreat at night of 
the force that had, subsequently to the 
battle, been thrown across. This was done 
in the face of a strong rebel force, and 
suoceeded most admirably, not a man being 
lost Gen. Stone was the last man Ao leave 
the Virginia shore, and once more his lit. 
tie army occupies a defensive position. 

The Government is urged immediately to 
put the roads in and about Washington in a 
good condition, so that aooees to the various 
camps can be kept up during the winter. 
So far, however, nothirg has been done, 
and perhaps nothing will be done till it is 
too late. Suoh a thing as foresight seems 
to be entirely out of the question. Two 
months hence the roads to the ovnps 
around the clij will be impassable, whereas 
if they were gravelled during the fall, they 
would be put into a good condition for 
the winter. 

Several regiments have been sent down 
the eastern side of the Potomac to reinforce 
Gen. Sickles, and there are no fears of an 
attempt of the rebels to cross there. Whether 
they will, in the flush of a considerable suc- 
cess at E iwards’ F erry, attempt to cross the 
upper Potomac remains to be Been; but Gen- 
erals Bank! and Stone, it is said, have no 
fears of it* and would like nothing better 
than to have fhe reb'eli try it. 

Gar fozae3, have bee© withdrawn from 
Harper l ferjy, even the pickets, and now 
are at Polut of Rooks. The fact is that 
Banks and Stone have never hpd bat a small 
forte under thei* control, the Government 
insisting that nearly ail Uhe available force 
should be kept for its defense at this point. 
The rebels had a mu oh stronger feroe than 
it was supposed they had a*. Leesburg 

Since writing the above I learn, upon 
good authority, that Gen. McClellan asserts 
that the Leesburg reconnoisance was made 
without any consultation with him, and tkht 
Gen. Scott ordered it, or Stone executed it, 
without orders. Gen. McClellan’s friends 
assert further that he will resign if such 
movements are to be made without his 
authority while he is at least nominally 
commander. It is said that Gen. Scott, 
without the assent of McClellan, ordered 
Gen. Stone to cross the river for a simple 
reconnoisance. 

All the wounded, unless so severely hurt

They have endeavored, by the grossest 
falsehoods, persistently repeated, and by 
exaggerated appeals to prejudice and pas- 
sion, to influence our minds against fellow 
citizens whose intercourse with os had been 
productive only of benefits. 

They have destroyed a oommeroe with our 
Northern brethren whioh afforded a means 
of livelihood to no small portion of our 
people, aud thereby brought the horrors of 
starvation to our doors. 

They have inaugurated a neighborhood 
warfare of most cruel and unpityiog feroc- 
ity, whioh spares neither age, sex, or con- 
dition, but which arrays brother against 
brother, father against son, and substitutes 
for ths kindly intercourse of friend with 
friend, a fiendish hatred, espionage, and 
persecution. 

They have invaded the sacred precincts 
of the household, and sundered the dearest 
ties of human nature. They have torn hus- 
bands and fathers from their homes, and 
robbed families of their natural protection 

They have perpetrated the most shocking 
barbarities, and established a reign of terror 
and alarm without precedent in oivilized 
history. 

They have countenanced outrages and 
bloodshed, and encouraged mobs aud riots; 
they have -sanctioned the proceedings of 
irresponsible and self.oonstituted vigilanoe 
committees, and other bodies utterly un- 
known to the laws; tolerated with oompla- 
cency their proscription and indiscriminate 
violence, and applauded thair atrocious 
deeds. 

They have brutally murdered inoffensive 
and harmless persons, some of them of great 
age. 

They have offered rewards for the lives of 
freemen guilty of no crime, and put prices 
upon their heads. 

They have organized fraud and false- 
hood, and made a system of robbery and 

theft. 

They have taught our youth habitual die- 
respect to law, and inculcated lessons of 
sedition and unbridled license. 

They have used every agency of bribery 
and corruption to consummate their ends. 

They have invited foreign tyrants to our 
shores, and sought, through tho intrigues of 
commissioners abroad, to barter away our 
chartered liberties. 

They have confiscated the property of, 
citizens without just cause. 

They have denied us the exercise of the 
elective franchise, and set at nought that 
provision of our organic law whioh affirms 
that elections ought to be often held 

They have destroyed the freedom of 
speech and of the press. 

They have arrested and imprisoned peace- 
ful and unoffending oitizens without due 
process of law, and suspended the writ of 
habeas corpus. 

They have recklessly disregarded the will 
of the people to abide by the compact of the 
National Union, as repeatedly declared in 
public meetings throughout the State, and 



good and lawful men, in open oaurt, as here- 
tofore used. 

They have disregarded the right of every 
man in criminal prosecutions to be informed 
of the accusation against him, and to con- 
front the accusers and witnesses with other 
testimony; compelled freemen to give evi- 
dence against themselves, and refused them 
a speedy and impartial trial. 

They have suspended the laws and their 
execution without warrant or necessity, and 
permitted the prevalence of anarchy and 
disorder. 

They have confounded the legislative, 
executive, and supreme judicial powers of 
government, which ought to be forever sep- 
arate and distinct. 

They have permitted the interference of 
persons from outside our boundaries in 
regulating our internal government and 
potioe, the right of whioh belongs solely and 
exclusively to the people of this State. 
They have welcomed armed invaders from 
other States to assist in the subjugation of 
our citizens. 

They have secretly promulgated, and in 
some instances openly proclaimed, their 
purpose to confer offioial honors and emolu- 
ments and peculiar privileges upon a certain 
set of men separate from the community; 
io restriot the right of suffrage in a few, and 
to substitute a life tenure ol pablio office for 
the term fixed by law. 

They have practically annulled the cardi- 
nal axiom of popular government and initial 
postulate of eur Bill of Rights that all politi- 
cal power is vested in and deriv’d fan the people 
only. 

Wherefore, From these tyrants and

*©“We find in the Cincinnati Commercial 
of yesterday, the following interesting par- 
ticulars of the fight at West Liberty,* of 
whioh we gave a short statement yesterday 
morning : 

TEB FIGHT AT WEST LIBERTY, KENTUCKY— 
PARTICULARS OF THE BK1RMIFH— COLONEL 
LEN A. HARRIS’ REGIMENT IN PINE CONDI- 
TION. 

Captain James Laugblin, of Company B, 
1st 0. Y. C., returned yesterday from the 
expedition to Western Kentucky. He had 
been detailed to aot as an escort for Captain 
Konkle’s battery, and his ordere were to see 
the battery eafe into General Nelson’s oom 
mand, and Ihen to return, unless wanted 
for special service for a day or two. Capt. 
Laughlin has expected to serve as the body 
guard of General Mitohel, under the antici- 
pation that General M. would take command 
of the column advancing to Eastern Ten- 
nessee. These facts will account for the 
presenoe of Capt. Laughlin in the action of 
West Liberty and his return. 

Col. Len Harris, with his regiment, 2nd 
Ohio, two guns of Capt. Konkles’ Ohio bat 
tery, and Capt Laughlin’s cavalry, set out 
at three o’clock Tuesday afternoon of last 
week, from a point thirty-eix miles this side 
of West Liberty, for a march upon that town, 
intending to surprise it at daylight the fol- 
lowing morning. It wae reported that the 
rebels, several hundred strong, were advan- 
tageously posted in the neighborhood ot 
West Liberty, whioh is situated on the head 
waters of the Licking river, is the county 
seat of Morgan county, and thxrty-fi*e miles 
from Prestonsburg, the headquarters of the 
rebels in Eastern Kentucky. The gallant 
boys of the Ohio Second pressed forward 
with great spirit and vigor, but a heavy rain 
came up and fell for six hours without inter- 
mission, making the roads so bad as to cause 
detention. The men toiled forward steadily 
all night, wading the Licking river — the wa- 
ter up to their belts — three times. At eight 
o’clock Wednesday morning they had 
marched 36 miles, and the bushwhackers of 
the enemy, posted on a rocky hillside and 
in a corn field, opened fire upon the advance, 
doing no irjury, as they were in manifest 
tr pidation Colonel Harris saw that the 
fight was to be a mere skirmish, and that 
the first thing to be done was to clean the 
enemy out of the bushes Giving directions 
to the artillery (one gun had been lelt 
behind, owing to the wretched oondition of 
the roads, and there was but ese on the 
spot) to send a few shell into tbe town, and 
a suspicious neck of the woods, the Colonel 
gave his horse in charge of a servant, and 
weDt into the bushes with his flank compa- 
nies, whioh were armed with Enfield rifles. 
They had a most exciting hunt after the 
rebels, who were popped over in all direc- 
tions, and driven like a flock of frightened 
animals through the bushes and fields. The 
Captain says Colonel Harris and his men 
re urned from this rebel hunt covered all 
over with burrs and Spanish needles. Not 
one of the boys was as muoh as scratched 
by an enemy’s ball, though they bad killed 
seventeen rebels, most of whom were men 
living in that vioinity. There was no mis- 
take about the killing, for coffins have been 
the articles most in demand since that time 
in the little town of West Liberty. Three 
well known citizens of ihe town were killed, 
and another, the leading secesh of the 
plaoe, was seen running away, his right 
arm dangling, as it had been shattered by a 
rifle balL 

In the first onset, one platoon of Captain 
Laughlin’s cavalry had been sharply en- 
gaged with a party of the enemy posted on 
a steep and rocky hill. One rebel was shot 
dead there, and another wounded. Lieut 
8am. W. Fordyse, of the oavalry, was Btruok 
by a rifle ball in the left leg, the ball glancing 
from the bone, infiioting a painful wound. 
The rebels were terrified at the bombshells 
sent soreeching through the woods, and flea 
as if they had discovered the devil sudden- 
ly on a dark night. There was a party of 
oavalry — a motley array — drawn up near 
the Court House. A shell howled up the 
street and exploded near them. The cap- 
tain shouted “ Disperse !” and there was a 
wild scamper. 

One fellow, well mounted, and armed with 
a good rifle, lingered behind, and fired with 
deliberate aim at Col. Harris as the latter 
rode into tbe town. He luckily missed his 
aim. The moment he fired he put his horse 
to the top of his speed to make his eseape, 
but a volley was fired after him, and he fell 
headlong. On coming up to him he was 
lound itretohed in the road insensible. A 
close examination of his person disolosed the 
faot that though his clothes had been cut in 
several places by balls, the only wound wae 
a bullet hole through his right hand. Ths 
fellow was secured. The town was de- 
serted by its inhabitants, only a few ne- 
groes remaining behind. The people had 
been taught that the Union soldiers would 
be guilty of the most awful atrocities 
Several women made their appearance on 
Thursday, trembling with cold and fear, 
and said that they had remained in the 
woods all night after the fight. They were 
afraid they would be ill-used if they were 
in the power of the Union soldiers, and 
were greatly surprised and gratified to learn 
that they had been mistaken. The poor 
creatures had been told by the Seoesh that 
the .Abolition soldiers rejoiced to kill South- 
ern babies, and were in the habit of carry- 
ing little children about on their bayonets 
in the towns which they took ; and this 
was aotually believed. 

Friday morning, when Capt. Laughlin 
left, the people at West Liberty were more 
reconciled. They had received a lesson 
CoL Harris was expecting orders to join 
Gen Nelson, to take part in the expedition 
to Prestonsburg. Gen. Nelson was at Hazal 
Green, with two regiments of Ohio troops, 
and CoL Metcalfs Kentuokians, and there 
was another regiment of Ohioans at Mount 
Sterling, pressing forward. Col. Harris was 
within thirty-five miles of Prestonsburg, and 
Gen. Nelson, ten or fifteen miles south of 
Col. Harris, and about the same distance 
from Prestonsburg. It was reported the 
rebels were about 3,000 strong at that place, 
and without artillery, though it was under- 
stood that six pieoos for them were on tbe 
way, through the mountains, from Virginia. 
CoL Harris’ regiment was in exoellent 
health and spirits, and anxious to stir up 
something more exciting in. the way of a 
fight.

New York, Ootober 29 — Two advertise- 
ments are published this morning. The 
first at the instance of the President of the 
United States, commanding the Marshal to 
attach oertain real and personal property 
of Wm. Shields, and to give notioe to ail 
persons claiming the same, or knowing or 
having anything to Bay why ths same should 
not be oondemned to the use of the United 
States, to appear before the District Attor 
ney, on the 28th of November next, to 
interpose their claims, and to make their 
allrgative8 in that behalf. - 

The second advertisement, published by 
order of the oourt, is in aocordanoe with the 
first,and sets [forth that Mr. Shield, formerly 
of Washington, some months ago removed 
with his family to Richmond, where he has 
been residing ever since, and where he 
has been, and now is, engaged in the insur 
rection and resistance to the laws of the 
United States of Amerioa, now existing in 
said State and in secret correspondence 
with the enemies of said United States re- 
siding in the city of Washington and else- 
where, and transmitting to them money and 
other valuables, and receiving the same 
from them in return, which has been ap- 
plied in part to aid and abet and promote 
the said insurrection and resistanoe to the 
laws and those who are engaged therein; 
and the said Mr. Shield has knowingly 
used and employed and consented to the 
use and employment of the property herein 
before more particularly described to aid, 
abet and promote the same insurrection 
and the parties engaged therein. 

The Poat rays a morning journal alarms 
its readers by a report that the private 
Secretary of Commodore Dupont had 
deserted to the enemy. Our own corres- 
pondent with the naval expedition mentions 
incidentally, &9 a matter of small impor- 
tance, that a master’s mate on one of the 
ships, a crazy fellow, had suddenly dis- 
appeared, and it was feared that he had, in 
a moment of temporary aberration of mind, 
wandered beyond our lines, where he would 
be shot by the enemy. We suppose this is 
the ground of fact on which the startling 
rumor was founded. 

Lieutenant Soott, who was in command of 
the Keystone State, has been plaoed under 
arrest at Philadelphia, for bringing his ves- 
sel to that port, when he was ordered to 
follow the Sumter until he found her. 

This evening’s Commercial prints the fol- 
lowing: 

A prominent business firm in the oity re- 
ceived to day a letter from the fleet about 
to sail on the Southern expedition whioh 
partially oonfirms the statement made this 
morning in regard to the defection of a 
prominent naval officer and the loss of the 
sealed orders of the Commodore. The letter 
is as follows : 

“ Bear Sir: Last night a surgeon from the 
Vanderbilt came on board oar vessel, and 
reported that the Commodore had been 
robbed of all his private papers, plans, 
charts, and sealed orders by his private 
oleik. The traitor was supposed to have 
gone over to the rebels- The effect of this 
new turn events may give to the whole en- 
terprise cannot be oonjeotured.” 

San Francisco, Oct 27, 7 p. m — Tbe 
announcement of the completion of the 
telegraph line, at 7 o'clock last evening, 
sent a thrill of joy through the community. 
Preparations for firing a salute and other 
demonstrations in honor of the event, were 
in readiness, when the seoond dispatch from 
the east announced the death of Gen. Baker, 
whom almost every oitizen here regarded as 
a personal friend. Universal joy was thus 
turned to Borrow, and the celebration poet- 
poned. Politicians, well informed in Oregon 
matters, express the opinion that the Gov- 
ernor will appoint Benj. Starke, of Portland, 
to suoceed Baker in the Senate. His sym- 
pathies are with secession. General Lane is 
advertised to run, without much hopes of 
sueoess. 

The San Francisco Woolen Factory, 
valued at $60,000, was burned yesterday. 

It was insured for $30,000 in the follow- 
ing companies : Hamburg, $10,000; Lon- 
don and Liverpool, $10,000; Etna, $7,000; 
Continental, $3,000. 

The U. S. steamer Saranac leaves this 
port to day for a cruise in the neighboring 
waters. 

The friends of Ex-Senator Gwin say that 
he departs for Europe on the British steamer 
from Asp in wall, and expects to meet his 
family at Savannah, who accompany him 
from thence. 

Oregon dates of the 19th have been re- 
ceived 

Most glowing accounts of the richness of 
the Ner Peroee mines and new gold discov- 
eries over a rich expanse of country, are 
published in the Portland papers. Gold, in 
increasing quantities, continues to arrive 
from the mines The same character dis- 
tinguishes ths news published in the Viotoria 
papers from the British Columbia mines. 
News from these sources never was more 
exoiting. There will probably be another 
stampede north next spring, equal to -the 
Frazer river excitement of 1859. 

Ship Sarah Chase, arrived 'yesterday from 
Calcutta via Hajodai, the loth of Septem- 
ber, brings intelligence that the Russians 
have taken possession of the island of Ieos 
Sinta, after a short engagement with the 
Japanese. The island is about 30 miles 
long and 15 wide, lying midway in the 
straits of Corea, forming the key to the sea 
of Japan. 

The whaleship John Howland, arrived 
yesterday from the Arctic Ocean the 25th 
August, Plover Bay 7th September, reports 
whales scarce and wild this season. 

Sailed — on the 2d, ship Santa Clara, Cal 
las; 24th, Star King, Alberni. 

Washington, Oot. 29. — At noon to-da,y 
the Navy Department had the best reason 
for believing untrue the rumor that the 
private Secretary of Commodore Dupont 
had absconded with all the maps, charts 
and sealed orders of the great naval and 
military expedition. 

The purser from the flotilla last night 
reports thst the George Page is now oooped 
up in Quantioo creek. As our batteries on 
the Maryland shore bear directly on the 
mouth of the creek, it would be a matter of 
considerable risk for her to attempt an exit. 
Naval prizes have run the blockade and 
oome up the river. 

Boston, Oot. 29. — Lieutenant Colonel 
Palfrey, commanding the Massachusetts 
20th regiment, has made an official report 
to Oov. Andrew, in whioh the loss of this 
gallant regiment at Ball’s Bluff is shown to 
be about 30 per cent. The number of offi 
cers engaged numbered 22 ; officers safe, 
9 ; killed, 1 ; wounded, 5 ; missing, 7 ; rank 
and file engaged, 318; killed, wounded and 
missing, 147. 

A private letter states that the United 
States sloop of-w ir. Dale, had captured a 
schooner, laden with rice, while at attempt- 
ing to run the blockade, from Savannah to 
Havana-

Edward’s Fskrt, Tiroinia, October 29. 
AU was quiet las*, night. No pickets were 
thrown over the river, bnt'those from this 
side heard the ehou'a of the rebels all night 
on the opposite side, and saw their fires 
thickly scattered in the woods along the 
shores. Their concentrating point was a 
dump of trees on the bluff, where our 
troops had constructed a pioket station, near 
the spot where our artiUery sheUed them 
during the skirmish on Tuesday last, when 
our troops were withdrawn from the Virgi- 
nia side. 

On Wednesday night the 16th Indiana, 
oooupying the most advanced and exposed 
position, were sot aware of any withdrawal 
until the rest had been successfully formed. 
They lgy upon the oold ground, almost 
frozen, with well loaded muskets in their 
hands, every moment expeoting an over 
powering assault from the concealed and 
overpowered enemy, whose numbers were 
known to exoeed our own by many thous- 
ands; yet the only mourning uttered by 
these hardy sons of ths northwest was at 
the orders for return, without disputing the 
ground, inch by inoh, with their adversa- 
ries. 

This regiment brought with them two 
prisoners — the owner of the miU on Goose 
Creek and his son — who, it was alleged, 
had prepared oombustibles to fire the 
bridge over Goose Creek, but were pre- 
vented from oarrying out their disign by 
the sudden desoent upon the bridne of our 
skirmishers. The effioers of the night had 
a conversation with a prisonor, a highly 
intelligent gentleman, and a non-commis- 
sioned officer of one of the Mississippi 
regiments engaged in the affair at Ball’s 
Bluffs. He left Leesburg on Saturday 
night, where there were abont five regi- 
ments. There were no defensible works at 
Lee.-borg, bat every approach was fortified 
commanding the river and land routes. 
The prisoner was astonished to learn that 
our army was not almost entirely composed 
of Abolitionists and radioal Republicans, 
and that our main object was other than 
the emancipation of slaves throughout the 
South. He said if the fact was generally 
known to the working people of the South 
that our sole object was to preserve the 
Union intact, there would be a revolution 
in the Confederate army, and peace would 
be restored. He was surprised beyond 
measure to be assured that the Breckin- 
ridge Democrats compose a large portion 
of the army. 

Capt. Vaughn, of the Rhode Island Bat- 
tery, who went over with a flag of truce, 
has returned- He was captured by a party 
who did not understand the law of nations, 
but was afterwards released by the military 
authorities. 

Darnkstown, Oot. 29 — General Ranks’ 
brigade left Edwards’ Ferry yesterday 
morning, and arrived here last night. A 
sufficient force remains at and near the 
Ferry to ensure safety against attempts to 
cross or molest us. 

The rebel pickets lined the opposite shore, 
taunting us with our attempts to invade Vir- 
ginia, and begging of our troops another 

visit. 

The question has been asked why General 
Lander was about to form his brigade for 
battle at Ball’s Bluff. He was in Washing- 
ton under speoial orders, and hearing of the 
engagemert. prooeeded to PooleeviUe, and 
took part in the action on thst day, at Ed 
wards’ Ferry. 

Colonel Baker’s body, having been em- 
balmed, will be exhibited in state in Phila 
delphia previous to its removal to California. 
Nothing new on the Potcmac to day exoept 
a review of McClellan’s divisions. 

Harrisburg, Oct. 29 — Gov. Curtin, in 
accordance with instructions received from 
the War Department, has issued marching 
orders to the following regiments : Col 
Hartstandfit’s, 51st; Col. Dodge’s, 52d, Col. 
Brooke’s, 53d; CoL Carelton, 11th; Col. 
Davies, 104th, and CoL Oake’s 96th. The 
97th and 1st regiments are from Camp Cam 
eron, whioh is near this point. The regi- 
ments, 8 in number, are all full and splen- 
didly armed and equipped, and will remove 
to their respective destinations during the 
week. 

Rolla, Mo , Oot. 29. — Thirty-eight more 
of our wounded soldiers arrived to day from 
8priogfield, whioh place they left on Thors 
day last. Gen. Price was then at Neosho, 
in Newton oounty. On Wednesday about 
1,000 rebels entered Springfield and took 
away a considerable quantity of stores left 
by Col. Taylor. 

Nxw York, October 29. — The American 
Exchange Bank has agreed to pass its usual 
dividend. In oonsequenoe thereof we hear 
it rumored of heavy losses South.
